FIRST  DAY. 

The  Knights  Companions  and  Brethren  being  robed  and  seated,  and  the 
Grand  Officers  in  their  proper  stations,  at  the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock  noon, 
precisely,  George  Lyttleton  Allen,  Esqr.,  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand 
Master  and  Sovereign,  ascended  the  Throne,  and  this  Session  of  the  R'ght 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  opened  according  to  the  proper  forms  of 
our  Ancient  and  Honourable  Order,  with  solemn  prayer,  in  the  Illustrious 
Degree  of  the  Royai  Scarlet.  After  the  preliminary  forms  and  ceremonies 
had  been  completed,  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  rose  and 
delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Sir  Knights    Companions   and  Brethren : 

It  affords  me  pleasure  of  no  ordinary  character  to  again  have  the  gratis 
fication  of  meeting  the  assembled  Delegates   of  the   Orange  Institution  in 
Grand    Lodge.     And   while  thus  ^again  meeting  you,   it   is   my   grateful 
and  pleasing  duty  to  announce  to  you  the  continued  and  increasing  prosper- 
ity of  our  Glorious  Confederation.     Not  only  are  we  steadily  progressing  in 
a  numerical  point  of  view,  but  we  are  also  advancing  in  respectability  and 
iufluence.   We  have  now,  in  the  face  of  the  most  lengthened,  malignant  and 
violent  opposition  ever  offered  to  any  Society  or  body  of  men,  acquired  such 
a  hold  on  the  minds  of  our  fellow  subjects,  that  we  have,  I  might  almost  say 
become  a  fixed  Institution  of  our  country — sturdy  and  unbending  as  the  oaks 
of  our  country's  forests.    During  the  past  year  I  have  issued  32  Royal  Scarlet 
Dispensations — and  during  the  same  period  there  have  been  issued  112  new 
Warrants.     I  am  sorry  however  to  find  from  returns  that  have  been  placed 
in  my  hands,  there  are  several  places  to   which   the  same  Number  has  been 
granted.     Some  remedy  I  trust  may  be  found   to   correct   this  evil,  as  if 
allowed  to  go  on  it  may  lead  to   much  local  difficulty.     In  the  midst  how- 
ever, of  the  prosperity  with  which  it  has  pleased  Providence   to  bless  this 
Society  for  the  past  few  years,   there  has  arisen  one   cause  for   deep    regret 
and  sorrow — one  drawback  to  the  happiness  which  every  loyal  heart  should 
feel,  as  the  mounds  of  prejudice  recede  before  the  advancing  tide  of  expe- 
rience and  truth.     This  cause  for  regret,  this  source  of  sorrow,  this  strength- 
ening of  our  enemies,  this  weakening  of  ourselves,  may  be  found  in  the  un- 
happy discussions  and  divisions  which  have  recently  found  their  way  into 
the  public  prints,  through  the  intemperance  and  imprudence  of  some  of  our 
Brethren.    These  discussions  in  my  opinion  are  not  only  unseemly  in  them- 
selves, they  not  only  tend  to  bring  the  Society  into  disrepute  and   contempt 
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with  the  outer  world,   but  to  prevent  if  not  entirely  destroy  its  usefulness 
■within.    We  are  told  by  the  highest  authority  that  "  a  house  divided  against 
itself  cannot  stand  ;"  and  assuredly  if  ever  a  household  were  found  divided 
against  itself  we  are  at  present  that  household.       The  solemn  decisions,  so 
frequently  pronounced  by  my  predecessors  in  office,  by  all  the  present  Grand 
Officers,  and  by  the  Grand  Lodge  itself,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration, have  been  openly  set  at  defiance,  and  the  Legislature  has  been  in- 
voked by  members  of  the  Order  to   resist   and  oppose  that  which  the  de- 
liberate wisdom  of  the  most  experienced   and  ablest  amongst  us  have  pro- 
nounced to  be  of  incalculable  advantage  and  good  to  the  Institution.     And 
again,  the  wranglings  and  bickerings  and  political  disputations  which  have 
disfigured  and  defaced  the  general  harmony  of  the  Order  in  some  parts,  but 
more  particularly  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  have  brought  the  Society  into  con- 
tempt— have  dragged  its  fair  name  through  the  slough  and  mire  of  factious 
politicians,  destroyed  all  harmonious  action  and  prevented  all  usefulness  for 
good.     Nor  is  this  all — even  one  of  the  Grand  Officers — in   my  opinion  de- 
parting from  the  plain  path  of  duty  if  not  from  his  solemn   obligations,  to 
sustain  and  assist  his  Brother  Orangemen, — has  used   the  influence  of  his 
position  to  their  detriment  and  injury,    in   contradiction  to  all  the  others  o^ 
his    brother  Grand  Officers,  and  to  the  injury,  as  I  take  it,  of  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Order  ;  and   also  contrary  to  his  solemn  pledge-^that  he  would 
take    no     step    without    consulting    the    Grand    Master,    given    at     his 
election  to  the  Grand    Secretaryship  in    Grand  Lodge  in  the  City  of  Que 
bee.     While    I    freely    admit     the     undoubted     right    of    every    officer 
of  our  Institution   to   exercise  his  franchise   for  the  public    good  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  him  may  seem  most  meet,  I  deny  his  right  to  use  his  official 
standing  in   the   Order,  for   any  other  purpose   than   such  as    the  Order 
itself  through  its  recognized   authorities   has  sanctioned  and  approved.     If 
there  are  (as  I  much  fear  there  are)   men  who  have  crept  into  our  loyal  and 
Protestant  brotherhood,  who  desire  to   sap   its  foundation  by  promoting  in- 
ternal dissensions  amongst  us,  the  sooner  we  close  the  doors  of  our  private 
lodges  against  their  admission,  the  better  will   it  be  for  the  internal  peace 
and  harmony  of  our  Order.     They  but  join  in  the  circle  of  union  to  promote 
discord — they  march  under  the  Banner  of  Peace   to  promote  strife — and 
they  mingle  their  voices  in  the  great  chorus  of  Truth,  that  they  may  in  the 
clamour  stifle  its  voice  by  falsehood  and  treason.     I  trust  the  wisdom,  good 
sense  and  judgment  of  the  sober  and  reflecting  members  of  the  Order,  and 
I  especially  rely  upon  the  sound  discretion  of  the  chosen  delegates  now  as- 
sembled from  almost  all  parts  of  these  great  appendages  of  our  Empire, — 
that  "  Empire  upon  which  the  sun  never  sets,  and  the  echo    of  the  beat  of 
whose  drum  reverberates  throughout  the  globe  in   one  perpetual  and  never 
ceasing  roll  ;"  I  say  then  I  depend   upon  you  to  apply   a   prompt  and  an 
effectual  remedy  for  evils  so  manifest  to  the  world,  and  so  injurious  to  our- 
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selves,  I  look  upon  the  present  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  probably 
the  most  important  that  has  ever  been  convened.  And  the  results  which 
may  flow  from  our  present  deliberations  will  prove  of  incalculable  conse- 
quence either  for  the  weal  or  woe  of  our  beloved  Institution.  You  are  of 
course  aware  that  during  the  pastyeara  Whig  Chancellor  for  Ireland  sought 
to  degrade  our  Irish  brethren  by  placing  a  ban  upon  them  as  had  been  at- 
tempted by  certain  parties  in  this  country  in  former  years,  and  by  those  very 
parties  who  now  seem  so  desirous  of  being  accounted  our  best  fritnds,by  » 
declaring  them  ineligible  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Magistrates  or  any  other 
office  of  a  civil  character.  And  for  what,  myBrethren  ;  because  ihat  in  a  Pro- 
testant town  of  a  Protestant  Empire  they  would  not  tamely  submit  to  aban- 
don the  liberty  of  public  preaching,  and  allow  it  to  be  cast  down  and  trodden 
on  by  a  blind  and  infuriated  rabble.  But  thankHeaven  the  ink  with  which  the 
Chancellor  Brady's  letter  was  written  was  hardly  dry,  when,  upon  a  change 
of  Ministry  at  home  the  degrading  edict  was  abolished3and  our  Brethren  were 
again  restored  to  their  rights  as  Britons  and  as  freemen.  At  time  I  intended 
with  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Officers,  to  have  a  public 
meeting  called  in  Toronto  of  clergy,  merchants,  traders,  professional  gentle* 
men,  free  holders  &c,  to  sympathize  with  our  Irish  brethren  in  their  day  of 
affliction  and  express  our  abhorrence  of  their  treatment ;  and  for  that  purpose 
got  up  a  petition  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city  to  call  a  public  meeting,  to  which  I 
procured  800  names  in  the  course  of  a  few  days.  But  the  sudden  advent  of  a 
Conservative, — or  if  you  like  it  better,  as  I  do,  of  a  Tory-ministry  to  power, 
rendered  the  holding  of  such  a  meeting  unnecessary,  therefore  it  did  not  take 
place.  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  tke  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Lower  Prov- 
inces is  far  from  satisfactory.  Since  the  departure  of  Mr.  McVeety  from  the 
high  position  which  he  held,  matters  do  not  appear  to  be  working  harmoni- 
ously. Within  a  few  days  I  have  received  letters  complaining  of  inattention 
and  neglect  of  their  interests  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North 
America.  In  my  opinion  without  any  just  grounds.  Neither  at  the  time  of 
last  Grand  Lodge  meeting,  nor  up  to  the  present  time  have  I  received  the 
names  of  Brothers  for  important  offices  in  those  Provinces,  and  any  letters 
which  have  came  to  me  have  always  received  punctual  and  attentive  con 
sideration.  I  must,  however,  express  regret,  that  through  unfortunate  com- 
mercial difficulties  in  which  I  became  involved  last  year,  I  was  unable  to 
carry  out  the  Resolution  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge  at  Quebec,  authorizing 
me  to  make  a  personal  visit  to  those  Provinces.  Since  I  last  had  the  honour 
of  addressing  you,  I  have  issued  four  Cadet  Warrants  for  different  sections 
of  the  country.  And  although  not  so  sanguine  in  their  favor  nor  so 
confident  of  the  beneficial  effects  likely  to  accrue  from  them  as  my  prede- 
cessors have  been,  I  am  yet  led  to  believe  certain  amount  of  good  has  resulted 
from  their  institution.  I  desire  to  inform  you  that  in  order  to  produce  uniform- 
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ity  of  work  throughout  the  country,  I  got  up  the  Purple,  Blue  and  RoyalArch 
Lectures  in  cyphers  at  a  considerable  expense,  for  which  we  have  been 
charging  Four  Dollars  each.  I  have  also  confined  their  circulation  t® 
District  and  County  Masters.  It  will  therefore  now  become  incumbent  on 
this  Lodge  either  to  confirm  my  action  in  this  matter  or  to  reverse  it ;  by  ex- 
tending the  circulation  to  Masters  ofPrivateLodges  and  reducing  the  cost.  The 
amendments  to  our  Constitution,  I  would  particularly  desire  to  bring  under 
your  careful  consideration,  and  endeavour  to  impress  upon  the  Committee 
the  necessity  that  exists  for  its  immediate  action.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  initiation  fee  for  members  should  be  regulated  by  the  Constitution, 
and  not  be  left  to  the  whim  or  caprice  of  private  Lodges.  I  would  also  ask 
whether  it  would  not  be  well  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  Grand  Master 
should  not  be  restricted  within  certain  limits  by  the  Constitution  and  also 
that  Lodges  which  do  not  make  their  returns  for  two  or  three  consecutive 
years  should  be  declared  dormant,  and  their  numbers  issued  to  other  locali- 
ties as  they  may  be  applied  for.  I  regret  to  have  to  bring  under  your  notice 
the  contumacous  conduct  of  certain  Brethren  in  Montreal,  who,  notwith- 
standing that  every^indulgence  has  been  granted  them,  have  still  continued 
obstinate  and  rebellious  ;  and  have  grossly  slandered  and  maligned  this 
Grand  Lodge  by  the  publication  of  a  pamphlet  containing  the  most  flagi- 
tious and  untrue  statements.  There  is,  in  my  opinion,  only  one  course  left 
now  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  pursue  in  reference  to  them  consistent  with  a 
proper  sense  of  what  is  due  to  its  own  dignity  ;  and  that  is,  at  once  to  de- 
clare them  spurious  and  clandestine,  and  cease  to  hold  any  Orange  inter- 
course with  them.  All  the  papers  connected  with  this  matter  will  be  laid 
before  you  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  together  with  the  minutes  of  the  action 
of  the  Council  of  Advice  on  the  subject.  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  has  just  closed  its  sittings.  The  half  yearly  meet- 
in«"  of  the  heads  of  the  Institution  has  just  taken  place,  and  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  having  deliberated  like  worthy  Orangemen,  are  deter- 
mined to  make  renewed  exertions  to  maintain  the  glorious  Protestant  causes 
and  have  returned  to  those  homes  which,  by  God's  favour,  they  possess, 
through  the  brave  deeds  and  undaunted  bearing  of  their  heroic  forefathers, 
The  Orange  Institution  therefore  in  the  native  land  of  a  good  many  of  us  is 
neither  dead  nor  sleeping.  Its  lodges  there  are  active  and  its  members  increas- 
ing in  numbers,which  should  be  most  gratifying  to  us.  In  addition  to  this,how_ 
ever  I  must  express  my  regret  that  the  promised  visit  of  the  Earl  of  Ennis. 
killento  this  Grand  Lodge  could  not  take  place  this  year.  His  duties  as 
Colonel  of  the  Fermanagh  Militia  being  so  onerous,  that  it  was  impossible 
for  him  to  be  absent  from  Ireland  for  so  long  a  period  as  would  enable  him 
to  visit  this  country.  In  common  with  my  predecessors  in  office,  I  would 
again  desire  to  bring  under  your  notice  the  necessity  for  furnishing  your 
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Grand  Officers  with  authority  to  establish  an  office  for  the  Grand  Secretary 
distinct  and  apart  from  all  other  business.  In  this  office  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary should  be  found  at  certain  hours  to  afford  any  information  that  might 
be  required  by  the  Brethren.  From  my  own  personal  observation  of  the 
working  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  for  the  past  year,  this  improvement 
is  most  imperatively  called  for.  And  now,  in  conclusion,  I  trust  the  Al- 
mighty Disposer  of  all  human  affairs  may  guide  and  govern  our  councils 
during  the  present  session,  and  that  all  our  deliberations  may  tend  to  the 
prosperity  and  strengthening  of  our  Order,  and  that  the  Grand  Master  of  the 
universe  may  extend  the  benefits  and  usefulness  of  our  Glorious  Institution 
— Amen. 

During  the  delivery  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  the  most  profound 
attention  was  paid,  and  many  of  his  statements  received  the  most  enthu- 
siastic applause. 

Moved  by  Brother  McKenzie  Bowell,  County  Master,  Hastings,  seconded 
by  Brother  Wills,  Master  274— 

That  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  be  referred  to  a  select  Committee 
of  five  members. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Brother  E.  Dent,  Master  921,  seconded  by  Brother 
R.  Gathers,  Master  573 — 

That  the  Committee  consist  of  nine,  instead  of  five. — Carried. 

The  Lodge  was  now  closed  in  the  Royal  Scarlet,  and  declared  open  in  the 
Orange  Degree. 

Brother  John  Wilson,  Master  396,  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair,  as  to  the  right  of  the  Grand  Master  to  reduce  the  Grand  Lodge 
from  the  Scarlet  to  the  Orange  Degree. 

The  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  decision  of  the  Chair.

That,  along  with  the  Grand  Lodge  rules  as  amended,  there  shall  be  print- 
ed a  regular  form  of  Summons,  to  be  used  by  all  Private  Lodges. 

Brother  John  Rennie,  Master  651,  gives  notice,  that  he  will  on  to-morrow 
move — 

That  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer  be  dispensed  with. 


SECOND  DAY— Morning  Session. 

Lodge  opened  in  due  form — The  Grand  Master  in  the  Chair — Prayer  by 
the  fcev.  St.  George  Caulfield. 

On  appeal  to  the  Chair,  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  ruled, 
that  no  Brother  from  Montreal,  attached  to  the  seceding  members,  has  a 
right  to  vote  or  sit  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  part  of  the 
Montreal  Brethren  having  declared  their  independence  of,  and  secession 
from  this  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  B.  N.  A. 

Moved  by  Ogle  R.  Gowan,  Esquire,  M.  P.  P.,  Last  Past  Grand  Master,  and 
seconded  by  S.  S.  Urmy,  Esquire,  County  Proxy,  County  Haldimand,  and — 

Resolved — That  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  approving  as  it  does, 
of  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  in  the  case  of  the  Montreal  Brethren,  never- 
theless, agrees  to  waive  the  enforcement  of  the  decision  of  the  Right  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Master,  till  after  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Grand 
Master's  Address,  shall  have  been  read  to  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand 
Lodge. 

Appeals  from  Lodges  137  and  328,  in  Toronto,  to  the  Right  Worshipful 
the  Grand  Lodge,  were  read  and  refeired  to  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence. 

The  Petition  of  Brother  Purvis  and  others,  was,  on  motion  of  Brother 
Irons,  seconded  by  Brother  Britton — 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance, 

The  Petition  of  Lodge  834,  on  motion  of  Brother  John  Wilson,  seconded 
by  Brother  Rennie — 

Was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Moved  by  Brother  Boulton,  County  Master,  North  Simcoe,  seconded  bf 

Brother  Norris,  County  Master  South  Simcoe,  and 

Resolved — That  the  division  of  the  County  of  Simcoe  into  two  Orange 
Counties,  and  the  appointment  of  officers  for  the  North  Riding  County 
Lodge  thereof,  as  appears  by  the  report  before  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand 
Lodge,  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Provisional  County  Lodge  of  North  Sim- 
coe, be  confirmed  and  allowed,  and  that  the  said  North  Riding  County 
Lodge,  be  constituted  a  County  Lodge,  with  the  full  powers  of  all  other 
County  Lodges. 

Moved  by  Brother  David  Marshall,  District  Master,  Hope,  seconded  by 
Brother  Smith,  and 

Resolved — That  the  name  of  William  Kissock,  appearing  on  the  Grand 
Lodge  Report  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  1857,  the  said  William  Kissock  at 
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that  time  not  being  a  member  of  the  Institution,  and  being  contrary  to  the 
Constitution,  the  case  be  referred  to  the  following  Committee  to  report 
thereon — Brothers  Dalton,  Irons,  Boulton,  Britton  and  Marshall. 

The  Grand  Lodge  here  adjourned,  and  having  shortly  afterwards  organiz- 
ed in  Procession  under  the  surveillance  of  the  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies, 
marched  to  the  Cathedral  Church,  where  (in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the 
LordBishop  of  Huron)a  most  excellent  and  appropriateSermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Henry  O'Neil,  his  Lordship's  Chaplain,  after  which  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Lodge  returned  in  the  proper  order  of  Procession,  and 
resumed  their  deliberations. 

Moved  by  Brother  James  McClure,  Member  Grand  Committee,  seconded 
by  Brother  John  W.  Reid,  County  Master,  North  Wellington,  and 

Resolved — That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  now  adjourn,  till  the  hour  of  two 
o'clock  this  afternoon. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION— Second  Day. 

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  appointment  of  the  Grand  Officers,  the 
Grand  Master,  after  a  brief  address  thanking  the  Brethren  for  their  obe- 
dience to  his  commands,  and  for  the  support  they  had  cordially  given  him 
during  the  year,  in  the  discharge  of  the  onerous,  numerous,  and  necessary 
duties  of  his  high  office,  retired  from  the  Chair,  and  called  the  Senior  Deputy 
Grand  Master  to  fill  the  same. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Ogle  R.  Gowan,  Esquire,  M.P.P.,  Last  Past  Grand 
Master,  seconded  by  John  Flanagan,  Esquire,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Kings- 
ton, and  with  but  twelve  dissentients —

Your  Committee  consider,  that  they  can  take  no  action  upon  the  petitions 
or  communications  sent  from  the  Village  of  Trenton,  respecting  the 
Lodges  in  the  eastern  part  of  Northumberland,  the  same  having  been  dis- 
posed of  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1857,  as  your  Committee  are  of  opinion, 
the  question  was  then  properly  disposed  of. 

The  prayer  of  Brother  Edward  Hay  ward,  and  others,  your  Committee 
are  of  opinion  cannot  be  entertained,  and  refer  this  Right  Worshipful 
Grand  Lodge,  to  the  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Special  Session  of 
this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  held  at  Kingston,  on  the  30th  of  April, 
1857. 

The  communication  of  Brother  Durham,  Secretary  of  Loyal  Orange 
Lodge  St.S,  be  referred  back  to  his  own  County  Lodge,  for  consideration 
there. 

The  serious  charges  preferred  by  Brother  George  C.  Gibson,  of  Lodge 
701,  Quebec,  against  Brother  John  Lindsey,  County  Master  of  Quebec, 
your  Committee  would  recommend,  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee  for  investigation. 

Your  Committee  have  perceived  with  pleasure,  several  resolutions  of  the 
General  Central  Committee  of  the  Orange  Institution  of  Ireland,  passed  in 
Dublin,  on  the  29th  August,  1857,  and  which  resolutions  in  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee,  should  appear  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Reports  for  this  year, 
as  such  would  assuredly  exhibit  the  cordial  feeling  existing  between  the 
Orangemen  of  Ireland  and  British  America  ;  as  it  must  be  very  flattering 
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to  see  the  name  of  the  Right  Worshipful,  the  Grand  Master  of  Ireland,  the 
Earl  of  Enniskillen,  in  connection,  with  that  of  an  Ex-Grand  Master  of  the 
Institution,  Brother  George  Benjamin. 

Your  Committee  have  read  the  petition  of  Brother  John  Fergusson,  of 
Loyal  Orange  Lodge,  T05,  Montague^and  are  of  opinion,  that  the  decision 
of  the  District  and  County  Lodges,  should  be  sustained. 

The  petition  of  Brother  James  Stratton,  and  others,  of  the  County  of 
Huron,  your  Committee  consider  that  all  such  cases  are  disposed  of  by  re- 
solution passed  at  a  Special  Session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  held  at  King- 
ston, on  the  30th  of  April,  1857. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest,  that  the  communication  of  Brother  Tho- 
mas Deverell,  be  referred  to  the  County  Lodge  of  North  Ontario. 

With  respect  to  the  communication  of  Brother  John  Willson,  of  Pres- 
cott,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  said  communication  has  been 
satisfactorily  answered  by  the  late  Grand  Secretary. 

The  petitions  of  Brother  John  Hogg,  of  Collingwood,  and  Brother  John 
R.  Moore,  of  Penetangueshene,  are  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
just,  and  the  prayer  should  be  granted. 

Your  Committee  further  recommend,  that  the  expulsion  and  suspension 
of  the  following  Brethren,  be  confirmed  ; — John  Renney,  breach  of  obliga- 
tion, expelled. 

George  Hammond,  and  William  Lewis,  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and 
disobedience  of  summons,  suspended  for  three  years — all  of  Lodge  51. 

Your  Committee  feel  pleased,  that  the  Local  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Sco- 
tia, has  by  the  returns  furnished,  to  your  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge, 
shown  a  zeal  in  the  cause  of  our  noble  Institution,  and  an  extension  of  its 
principles,  throughout  that  portion  of  British  North  America. 

As  to  the  appeal  of  members  of  Lodges,  328,  551,  137,  from  the  decision 
of  the  District  of  Toronto,  and  the  County  of  York,  your  Committee  re- 
gret that  no  provision  is  made  in  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  this  Right 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  to  enable  County  and  District  Lodges  to  enforce 
fines,  levied  by  such  Lodges  on  subordinate  Lodges,  but  trust  that  this 
Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  now  in  Session,  will  take  such  steps  as 
will  remedy  a  growing  evil. 

With  respect  to  the  petition  of  Brother  Hugh  McCutcheon,  and  others, 
Masters  and  Officers  of  Lodges  in  the  District  of  Quebec,  and  County  of 
Megantic,  your  Committee  think  that  the  prayer  should  be  granted,  and 
that  the  Lodges  of  Megantic  and  Lotbeneir,  be  attached  to  the  County  of 
Quebec. 
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Your  Committee  having  carefully  perused  the  returns  and  report  of  the 
County  of  York,  beg  leave  to  state,  that  in  justice  to  that  County,  we  can- 
not rise  without  expressing  our  gratification  at  the  admirable  manner  in 
which  it  is  drawn  up,  and  if  all  reports,  submitted  to  your  Right  Worship- 
ful Grand  Lodge,  appeared  equally  concise  and  explicit,  your  Committe 
would  have  been  relieved  of  much  labour  and  anxiety. 

Your  Committee  have  perused  with  pleasure,  a  petition  from  Loyal 
Orange  Lodge,  No.  834, — and  cordially  agree  with  the  sentiments  therein 
expressed,  but  as  the  subjects  embodied  in  the  petition,  have  already  been 
disposed  of  by  the  Executive  Government  of  Ireland,  and  the  Provincial 
Parliament  of  Canada,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  no  further  re- 
port thereon  is  required. 

In  concluding  this  report,  your  Committee  must  express  the  regret  that 
much  of  their  labours  originated  from  papers  which  should  not  have  ap- 
peared before  them,  and  that  delays  in  the  forwarding  of  Grand  Lodge  Re- 
ports, Rituals,  &c,  to  proper  officers,  are  seriously  complained  of,  and  your 
Committee  submit  the  propriety  of  adopting  at  this  Session  of  the  Right 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  some  course  likely  to  expedite  the  important 
business  of  Committees  on  correspondence,  at  sbusequent  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge — for  at  present,  the  time  of  your  Committee  has  been 
largely  drawn  upon,  in  considering  voluminous  communications  which 
could  have  been  disposed  of,  in  our  opinion,  by  subordinate  Lodges,  and 
respectfully  submit  the  propriety  of  impressing  upon  the  brethren,  the 
necessity  of  sending  ordinary  communications  to  the  County  Lodges, 
where,  if  of  a  trivial  nature,  they  could  be  disposed  of,  and  that  no  cor- 
respondence, but  such  as  the  Grand  Master,  and  other  Grand  Officers,  (to 
whom  such  may  be  addressed,)  consider  sufficiently  important  to  submit 
to  the  decision  of  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  be  placed  before 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

And  it  is  to  us  a  matter  of  great  pleasure,  in  reading  the  numer- 
ous communications  placed  before  us,  that  the  kindest  feeling  of  friend- 
ship and  respect,  is  shown  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
land  to  our  Right  Worshipful  and  worthy  Grand  Master,  George  Lyttleton 
Allen,  Esquire,  who  so  deservedly  occupies  his  present  proud  position.

That,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  County  Masters  to  properly  enforce 
the  rules  of  the  Order,  when  the  Annual  is  given  by  the  Right  Worshipful 
the  Grand  Lodge,  it  shall  only  be  communicated  to  County  Masters,  who 
shall  communicate  it  to  District  Masters,  who  shall  communicate  it  to  Mas- 
ters of  Private  Lodges,  by  them  to  be  communicated  to  their  members. 

Thi3  motion  was,  on  a  vote,  lost. 

The  Grand  Officers  then  ascended  the  Platform,  when  the  Annual  was 
communicated  by  Brothers  N.  C.  Gowan,  and  St.  George  Caulfield,  to  the 
Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  his  Council  of  Advice,  and  having 
been  approved,  was  communicated  to  the  Brethren  present,  who,  according 
to  the  "  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Order",  were  entitled  to  receive  the 
same. 

Moved  by  Brother  Bennett  Rosamond,  County  Master,  North  Lanark, 
seconded  by  Brother  A.  J.  Van  Ingen,  County  Master,  Northumberland, 
and — 

Resolved, — That  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  do  now  adjourn  till 
a  quarter  past  three  o'clock,  P.  M. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION— Third  Day— June  17. 

The  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  in  the  Chair,  and  the  Lodge 
being  duly  opened,  proceeded  to  business. 

Moved  by  Brother  Mackenzie  Bowell,  County  Master,  Hastings,  seconded 
by  Brother  Campbell,  and 

Resolved, — That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Address  of  the  Right 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  be  now  received. 

The  Committee  through  their  Chairman,  Brother  Mackenzie  Bowell, 
County  Master,  Hastings,  stated  that  they  had  divided  their  report  into 
parts,  the  first  of  which  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  beg 
leave  to  bring  up  this  their  first  Report  : — 

1st.  That  having  had  under  consideration  that  portion  of  the  Address, 
having  reference  to  the  publication  of  certain  Orange  Proceedings,  your 
Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  such  publications  made  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  various  Lodges,  and  in  direct  contradistinction  to  the  deliberately 
expressed  opinion  of  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  in  session  assem- 
bled, tend  to  bring  the  action  of  this  Lodge  into  disrepute,  create  division 
in  our  ranks,  and  generally  to  destroy  the  influence  of  the  Institution  for 
good,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  express  its  unquali- 
fied disapprobation  of  such  conduct. 

2nd.  Your  Committee  find  from  an  attentive  perusal  of  the  documents  be- 
fore them,  that  it  is  broadly  hinted  that  a  Grand  Officer  of  this  Lodge,  has 
prostituted  the  office  which  he  holds,  for  unworthy  motives,  thereby  serious- 
ly injuring  the  Institution  ;  and  are  of  opinion  that  when  an  accusation  of 
this  or  any  other  kind,  is  made  either  directly  or  indirectly,  it  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  Brother,  making  such  charges,  to  enter  a  specific  complaint 
setting  forth  the  wrongs  that  have  been  done,  so  as  to  enable  the  accused 
Brother  to  defend  himself,  and  this  Grand  Lodge  to  punish,  should  such 
misconduct  be  proved. 

3rd.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  question  of  dues,  and 
initiation  fees,  should  be  left  to  the  various  Lodges,  they  being  the  most 
competent  judges,  after  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  established  the 
minium  for  the  initiation  Fee. 

4th.  Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  believe,  that  the  opinion  of  the  Right 
Worshipful  Grand  Master,  with  reference  to  the  attempted  persecution  of 
the  Brethren  in  Ireland  by  a  Whig  Radical  Chancellor,  will  find  a  ready 
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response  in  the  heart  of  every  true  Orangeman  in  British  North  America, 
and  therefore  advise  that  an  Address,  be  prepared  setting  forth  their 
sympathy,  be  drafted  by  the  Grand  Master,  signed  on  behalf  of  this  Right 
"Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  by  said  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Secretary, 
and  forwarded  to  Ireland.  And  your  Committee  also  believe  that  the 
presence  of  the  Right  Worshipful  Brother,  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen,  in  this 
Province,  would  be  a  source  of  much  pleasure  and  gratification  to  the 
Brethren  generally. 

5th.  Your  Committee  regret  exceedingly,  that  the  Grand  Master  was 
unable  to  visit  the  Lower  Provinces,  as  requested,  and  they  are  exceedingly 
sorry  to  learn,  that  so  serious  a  disagreement  exists  between  this  Grand 
Lodge  and  certain  brethren  of  Lower  Canada.  Your  Committee  are  firmly 
convinced  that  the  best  understanding  should  exist  among  all  the  Brethren, 
and  believe  that  recent  dissensions  and  misunderstandings  had  taught  the 
lesson,  that  moderate  action  alone  should  be  resorted  to,  when  such  a  feel- 
ing has  been  called  into  existence.  Your  Committee  therefore  desire  to 
consider  these  unfortunate  troubles  with  the  Brethren  of  Canada  East  in  this 
light,  believing  most  sincerely,  in  the  injunctions  of  Holy  Writ,  that  "  soft 
words  turneth  away  wrath."  But  while  they  must  say,  that  the  Brethren  of 
Canada  East,  have  drawn  hasty  and  somewhat  unsound  conclusions  from 
the  facts  as  they  transpired  in  Quebec,  yet  the  well-known  sincere  attach- 
ment of  the  Brethren  in  Eastern  Canada,  to  the  principles  of  the  Order, 
and  their  unswerving  and  untiring  advocacy  of  those  principles,  which  are 
near  and  dear  to  us  all,  whenever,  and  wherever  they  are  to  be  maintained, 
surrounded,  as  they  unquestionably  are,  by  an  overwhelming  popish 
majority,  entitle  them  to  some  little  consideration,  and  that  the  hasty 
declaration  of  their  "  contumacious  conduct,"  as  it  is  termed,  and  the 
formal  denunciatory  letter  to  the  brethren  of  Canada  East,  the  opinions 
and  decisions  of  the  "  Council  of  Advice,"  have,  they  very  much  fear, 
added  fuel  to  the  flames.  Your  Committee  do  not  think  it  was  either  wise 
or  prudent  for  the  brethren  of  Canada  East  to  have  issued  their  declaration 
of  Independence,  as  it  was  not  the  proper  method  of  bringing  the  subject 
under  the  notice  of  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  but  your  Com- 
mittee desire  to  recommend,  that  all  past  differences  be  forgotten.  They 
also  further  recommend,  that  no  further  action  be  taken,  until  the  views  of 
the  Eastern  brethren  be  known  on  this  matter  ;  and  that  if  the  Brethren  of 
Lower  Canada,  withdraw  their  declaration  of  Independence,  and  declare  at 
a  special  meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  that  they  desire  to  be 
separated  from  the  government  and  control  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  Local 
matters,  that  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  would  best  consult  its 
dignity  and  the  interest  of  the  Order,  on  this  continent,  by  at  once  acceed- 
ing  to  the  wishes  of  the  Brethren  of  Canada  East,  and  that  a  brotherly  and 
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friendly  separation  such  as  before  mentioned,  should  take  place.  Your 
Committee  therefore  recommend,  that  the  Brethren  of  Canada  East  have 
leave  to  withdraw  their  declaration  of  Independence,  and  that  they  proceed 
to  act  in  this  matter,  as  recommended  by  your  Committee  in  this  Report. 

6th.  Your  Committee  have  had  under  their  serious  consideration  that 
portion  of  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master's  Address,  having  reference 
to  the  fixing  of  a  limit  to  the  period  that  any  Brother  shall  occupy  the  posi- 
tion of  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  this  Institution,  and  after  mature 
reflection  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  that  it  would  materially  benefit  the 
working  of  the  Order,  and  assist  in  more  firmly  uniting  the  brotherhood  in 
one  bond  of  fraternal  feeling,  to  limit  the  time,  to  two  successive  years,  or 
until  his  successor  is  appointed,  for  any  brother  to  occupy  the  Chair  of 
this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge.  And  therefore  recommend  that  a 
provision  be  made  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Rules,  to  such  effect.

FOURTH  DAY— Morning  Session —june  18. 

The  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  in  the  Chair. 
The  following  report  of  the  Committee   on   the  case  of  Brother  William 
Kissock,  was  received  and  adopted  ; — 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  as  to  the  manner  of  William 
Kissock's  name  being  placed  on  the  Grand  Committee  of  this  Right  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Lodge,  when  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Worshipful 
Grand  Lodge  at  JBrockville,  in  1856,  William  Kissock  was  not  a  member 
of  the  Orange  Institution,  beg  leave  to  report  : 

That  it  appears  to  your  Committee  from  evidence  before  us, — That  when 
the  Session  was  held  in  Brockville,  in  the  year  1856,  William  Kissock  was 
not  a  member  of  the  Orange  Institution. 

That  your  Committee  have  heard  the  statement  of  our  Right  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  to  this  effect. 

That  sometime  after  the  meeting  of  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  at 
Brockville,  in  1856,  Brother  Kissock  was  initiated  a  member  in  Loyal  Orange 
Lodge  137,  and  expressed  a  desire  to  attend  the  Grand  Lodge  meeting  at 
Quebec,  in  1857 — and  that  he  (The  Worshipful  Grand  Master;  having 
ascertained  that  the  attendance  at  the  City  of  Quebec  was  likely  to  be 
small,  he  considered  it  advisable  to  increase  it  as  much  as  possible,  and 
that  he  therefore  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  add  Brother  Kissock's 
name  to  the  List  of  the  Grand  Committee  for  that  purpose — and  that  he 
further  stated,  that  his  only  motive  for  so  doing,  was  the  strengthening  of 
The  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  on  that  occasion. 

Your  Committee  having  investigated  and  duly  considered  all  the  facts 
submitted  to  them,  are  of  opinion,  that  the  act  of  placing  Mr.  Kissock's 
name  on  the  Grand  Committee  of  this  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  for 
the  years  1856  and  185 7,  after  the  Session  had  closed,  was  a  violation  of 
Rule  No.  95  of  the  Constitution  and  laws,  and  a  dangerous  precedent  to 
act  upon. 

At  the  same  time  your  Committee  are  satisfied  from  the  explanation  of 
the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  that  he  had  no  intention  in  directing 
it  to  be  done  to  break  the  laws  or  injure  the  Society.

Resolved, — That  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  all  doubts  touching  the 
course  which  every  member  of  this  Order  is  bound  to  take  upon  all  ques- 
tions coming  within  the  scope  and  meaning  of  the  "Constitution  and  Laws," 
it  is  hereby  declared  that  every  member  of  the  Order  is  bound  to  abide  by 
the  majority  of  the  Lodge  to  which  he  may  belong — that  (saving  the  right 
of  appeal  in  all  cases  to  the  Grand  Lodge,)  upon  all  County  matters,  the 
decision  of  the  County  Lodge  is  final ;  upon  all  District  matters,  the  deci- 
sion of  the  District  Lodge  is  final,  and  upon  all  Lodge  matters,  the  decision 
of  the  Private  Lodge  is  final ;  and  that  in  every  case  where  the  decision  of 
any  County,  District,  or  Private  Lodge  may  clash,  or  be  inconsistent,  the 
one  decision  with  the  other,  the  junior  must  give  way,  and  the  senior  pre- 
vail; i.  e.t  the  individual  must  submit  to  the  Private  Lodge  of  which  he  is 
a  member,  the  Private  lodge  must  submit  to  the  District,  and  the  District 
to  the  County — and  that  no  deviation  be  permitted  from  the  general  appli- 
cation of  this  rule,  without  special  permission  first  had  and  obtained  from 
the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  and  that  any  Lodge,  or  individual 
Brother  violating  this  rule,  shall  be  subject  to  fine,  suspension,  or  expul- 
sion, as  the  Lodge,  District  or  County,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  may  direct. 

Moved  by  Brother  Ogle  Robert  Gowan,  last  Past  Grand  Master,  seconded 
by  Brother  William  Anderson,  County  Master,  Prince  Edward,  and 

Resolved, — That  for  the  future  there  be  created  an  officer  to  be  called  the 
Knight  at  Arms,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  who  will  be  entrusted  with  the  preservation  of  Law  and  Order,  and 
the  due  enforcement  of  the  decisions  of  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand 
Master,  or  other  High  Dignitary  for  the  time  presiding. 

Moved  by  Brother  Ogle  Robert  Gowan,  seconded  by  Brother  William 
Anderson,  and 

Resolved, — That  wherever  in  the  "  Constitution  and  Laws"  the  terms 
Lodge  Officers  shall  or  may  occur,  it  shall  be  interpreted  to  mean  the 
Master,  the  Deputy  Master,  the  Chaplain,  the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the 
Director  of  Ceremonies,  and  the  Senior  Committee-man,  and  these  officers 
only  ;  and  that  this  regulation  apply  alike  to  all  Private,  District  and 
County  Lodges. 

Moved  by  Brother  Ogle  Robert  Gowan,  seconded  by  Brother  McKenzie 
Bowell,  and 

Resolved, — That  for  the  future  the  District  Lodges  consist  of  the  follow- 
ing Brethren,  the  County  Master,  all  District  officers,  all  officers  of  Private 
Lodges,  and  all  last  Past  Masters  of  Lodges,  and  that  in  the  next  edition 
of  the  "  Constitution  and  Laws,"  the  7lst  clause  thereof  be  rendered  in 
conformity  with  this  law.

They  also  beg  to  submit  their  opinion  upon  the  question  of  reducing  the 
Lectures  to  writing  in  any  manner,  involving  as  it  does,  the  highest  and 
lowest  Degrees.  Your  Committee  are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  no  matter 
what  cost  may  have  been  incurred,  all  Lectures  issued  in  the  Cypher,  should 
be  called  in,  and  burned,  as  your  Committee  consider  that  the  Oral  system 
is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  all  secret  Societies,  and  should  not 
therefore,  under  any  consideration,  be  touched  or  interfered  with.  They 
further  recommend  that  the  Grand  Master  take  immediate  steps,  such  as  to 
him  may  deem  meet  to  have  them,  and  all  engravings  or  type,  which  could 
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by  any  possibility  lead  to  a  knowledge  of  the  Lectures,  destroyed.  And 
they  further  recommend,  that  no  portion  of  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand 
Master's  Address,  on  this  report  having  reference  to  the  said  Cyphers,  be 
published  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Report,  as  it  might  tend  to  the  exposure  of 
the  different  Lectures.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — The  same  mail  which  conveys  this  to  you  will 
also  bring  you  a  Simpathetic  Address  from  the  Brethren  of  this  District  to 
the  Brethren  of  Ireland.  It  is  enclosed  in  a  tin  case,  and  bears  the  same 
inscription  as  does  this  letter.  May  I  beg  you  to  be  kind  enough  to  submit 
it  at  your  earliest  conveynience  to  his  Lordship  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen 
R.  W.  G.  M.,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  over  which  he  so  ably  presides.  I  feel 
that  I  need  scarcely  express  to  you  my  hearty  concurrence  in  the  views  of 
the  Brethren  of  my  District,  as  expressed  in  the  accompanying  sympa- 
thetic address,  and  I  pray  that  the  same  Almighty  Power  which  led  our 
forefathers  to  glorious  victory,  may  guide  and  govern  the  councils  of  my 
brethren  in  the  old  country  to  the  end  that  their  success  may  be  complete 
in  every  particular,  more  especially  in  this  their  hour  of  trial  and  tribula- 
tion. And  I  fondly  hope  that  Lord  of  Derby's  Administration  will  give 
that  true  British  justice  to  my  Irish  Brethren,  which  the  (happily)  defeated 
administration  that  immediately  preceded  his,  refused  giving  them. 

Our  glorious  principles  are,  I  am  rejoiced  to  inform  you,  rapidly  gaining 
ground  in  British  North  America — more  especially  so  in  Upper  Canada, 
where  Orangeism  reigns  predominant.  The  Candian  Ministry  is  composed 
of  ten  heads  of  Departments,  five  from  Upper  Canada  and  five  from  Lower 
Canada.  Two  out  of  five  Upper  Canadians  are  Orangemen — the  Hon. 
John  A.  Macdonald,  Prime  Minister,  and  the  Hon.  Sidney  Smith,  Postmaster 
General.  All  classes  of  loyal  Protestants — men  of  rank,  wealth  and  in- 
fluence— are    daily   flocking  to    our   standard,   and  are   eagerly   seeking 
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admission.  I  trust  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  Orange  influence  will 
be  as  powerfully  felt  wherever  the  British  flag  floats  as  it  is  in  this  country. 
Praying  that  the  blessing  of  the  great  I  Am  may  rest  upon  all  my  Brethren 
of  the  great  Orange  Family,  I  am,  Dear  Sir  and  Brother,  fraternally  yours, 
in  the  Bond  of  Our  Order.

A  SYMPATHETIC  ADDRESS 

TO  THE 

GRANGE  S3  EISA  OF  IktEILiAO. 

Brethren, — We,  the  Orangemen  of  the  District  of  Toronto,  in  District 
Lodge  assembled,  beg  leave  to  address  you  with  feelings  of  the  deepest 
sympathy  at  the  recent  attempt  made  by  the  Chancellor  of  Ireland  to  resist 
the  Rights  and  Liberties  of  our  Protestant  Irish  Brethren,  by  his  uncalled- 
for  and  most  unjustifiable  attack  on  the  Orangemen  of  that  country. 

Aware,  as  every  person  must  be,  that  numerous  secret  societies  exist 
throughout  the  British  empire  for  various  objects,  credit  ought  perhaps 
have  been  given  to  the  Irish  Chancellor,  for  impartially  had  he  decided 
that  no  member  of  a  secret  society  should  be  eligible  to  the  Magistracy,  but 
when  we  recall  to  mind  the  various  instances  of  late  years,  when  it  has 
been  mainly,  if  not  entirely,  owing  to  the  Orangemen  of  Ireland  that  Peac0 
has  been  preserved  within  that  country,  and  Ireland  retained  as  a  portion 
of  the  British  Empire ;  and  when  we  remember  that  in  1837  this 
colony  would  have  been  forever  lost  to  the  British  Crown,  but  for  the  bold 
and  manly  stand  taken  by  the  Orangemen  of  Canada,  we  cannot  but  feel 
that  it  is  not  because  Secret  Societies  are  dangerous  to  the  State  that 
Chancellor  Brady  has  interfered  but  because  he  feels  that  the  Orange 
Institution,  so  long  as  it  continues  watchful  of  occurring  events  will 
present,  as  it  ever  has  done,  the  only  effectual  barrier  to  the  encroachments 
of  Popery,  and  preserve  by  their  united  action  not  only  Protestant  ascend- 
ancy, but  the  integrity  of  that  Empire  which  was  secured  by  the  exertions 
and  blood  of  their  forefathers  to  the  heirs  of  a  Protestant  Sovereign. 

We  await  with  intense  anxiety  the  action  of  the  Imperial  Government  in 
reference  to  the  most  uncalled-for  and  unconstitutional  act  of  the  Irish 
Chancellor,  and  the  steps  taken  by  the  Orangemen  of  Ireland  to  protes  t 
against  this  most  monstrous  attack  upon  their  Liberties,  but  feeling  assured 
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that  Protestant  England  will  rise  as  one  man,  and  unequivocally  declare 
their  intention  to  stand  by  their  Protestant  Brethren  in  Ireland,  we  shall 
content  ourselves  with  expressing  the  hope  that  the  manifesto  published 
will  meet  with  the  unqualified  disapprobation  of  the  British  Nation,  and  we 
implore  you  to  stand  fast  in  your  right,  and  resist  by  all  costitutional 
means,  every  attempt  made  to  lower  in  public  estimation,  a  Body  who, 
having  no  feelings  of  ill-will  towards  the  Roman  Catholics  of  Ireland, 
desire  only  to  repel  the  enaroachments  making  on  their  Liberties  by  the 
Church  of  Rome,  and  which,  if  not  resisted,  will,  ere  long,  annihilate 
everything  like  Freedom  of  Conscience  and  Liberty  throughout  the  British 
Dominions,  and  reduce  Protestant  England  itself  to  that  state  in  which 
the  population  of  Italy  now  is,  so  enslaved,  and  so  degraded  that  the  sym- 
pathy of  almost  the  entire  world  has  been  aroused  on  its  behalf.

It  is  ever  most  cheering  and  invigorating  to  be  assured  of  the  sympathy 
of  our  Brother  Orangeman,  especially  of  our  brave  Transatlantic  Brethren^ 
We  are  never  unmindful  that  the  brightest  and  strongest  links,  which,  under 
God,  bind  the  Colonies  to  the  Mother  Country,  are  to  be  found  in  the  ties 
which  unite  Colonial  Orangemen  to  the  Orangemen  of  the  British  Islands. 
However  Statesmen  may  ignore  the  efficacy  of  our  sacred  and  indomitable 
brotherhood  ;  however  Expediency  may  seek  its  disparagement,  or  a  wily 
Papacy  demand  its  extinction,  we  the  more  earnestly  desire  and  resolve  to 
perpetuate  its  organization. 

We  ask  no  stronger  proof  of  the  importance  and  influence  of  the  Orange 
Institution,  and  of  its  power  to  check  and  repress  treason,  heresy,  Jesuitism 
and  Ribbonism,  than  the  fact,  that,  against  its  existence  and  even  against 
ts  name,  a  war,  the  most  rapid  and  persevering,  is  ever  waged  by  the  sons 
of  Rome,  and  by  their  inconsiderate  or  mercenary  spmyathi3ers,  unworthy 
of  the  Protestant  name.

We  forbear  to  notice 
this  displaced  functionary,  or  his  infelicitous  demonstrations,  further  than 
to  recognize  the  good  Providence  of  Almighty  God,  who  has  removed  him 
from  the  station  of  which  he  proved  himself  unworthy,  and  transferred  the 
seals  of  office  to  honorable  and  impartial  hands  :  while  the  ranks  of  the 
Orange  Institution  have  been  increased  beyond  all  former  numbers  by 
reason  of  his  arbitrary  proceeding. 
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We  desire  affectionately  to  congratulate  you,  our  beloved  Canadian 
Brethren,  on  the  happy  re-union  which  God  has  been  pleased  to  vouchsafe 
to  all  our  Brethren  throughout  your  great  colony  :  a  re-union  which  we 
devoutly  pray  may  ever  be  sustained.  We,  abroad  and  at  home,  cannot 
too  highly  prize  the  maintenance  of  brotherly  love  and  concord,  and  we 
ever  need  to  bear  in  mind  that  disunion  gives  weakness  to  our  cause  and 
strength  to  the  resources  of  our  many  adversaries. 

Finally,  we  commend  you  to  the  grace  of  Almighty  God,  that  He  may 
make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  his  will,  working  in  you  that 
which  is  well  pleasing  in  his  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ ;  to  whom  be 
glory  for  ever  and  ever,  Amen.

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  Audited  the  Books  of 
the  Treasurer,  for  the  last  two  years.  Previous  to  that  period  the  Books 
have  been  Audited  by  other  well  known  Brethren,  and  in  our  opinion  seem 
to  be  correct.

This  may  seem  a  small  balance  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold,  but  your 
Committee  would  beg  to  submit,  that  there  is  now  owing  by  many  Lodges 
throughout  the  country,  over  £3,000. 

The  Committee  have  been  credibly  informed,  that  these  Lodges  now  in 
arrears,  are  made  up  of  dormant  Lodges  ;  Lodges  who  have  paid  their  dues 
to  the  other  Grand  Lodge,  during  the  unfortunate  division  which  occurred 
in  our  ranks  ;  Lodges  who  have  paid  their  dues  to  their  County  Masters, 
and  which  according  to  the  Grand  Treasurer's  books,  have  never  been  paid 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America, — and  others  who  are  actu- 
ally now  working  under  Annuals  either  of  two  or  three  years  standing. 
Your  Committee  would  also  beg  to  suggest,  that  for  the  future  whenever  a 
Lodge  shall  be  in  arrear  for  the  period  of  three  years,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Executive  of  the  Institution  to  declare  the  same  dormant,  and  call 
in  the  Warrant  of  said  Lodge.  Provided  always,  the  said  Warrant  shall 
not  be  issued  to  any  new  Lodge  until  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Provided  that  any  members  of  the  dormant  Lodge  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  first  offer  of  paying  up  all  arrears  against  the  Lodge  and  renewing 
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the  same.  Your  Committee  would  also  suggest,  that  the  Grand  Treasurer 
for  the  future,  at  every  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  cause  to  be 
printed  a  Cash  Balance  Sheet  for  distribution  among  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  each  Balance  sheet  to  show  the  amount  of  money  received, 
and  from  whom  also  expected,  and  to  who  paid  for  the  last  present  year, 
together  with  a  list  of  Lodges  in,  and  how  long  in  arrear. 

Your  Committee  would  also  beg  to  report,  that  they  have  paid  special 
attention  to  the  various  Audits  made  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  Last 
Past  Grand  Treasurer,  and  the  said  Audits  were  made  every  year  by  different 
Auditors,  viz :  in  1844,  Brothers  Allen,  Crawford,  Peatman,  and  Gravely ; 
1855,  Brothers  Booth,  Ryan,  Lynd,  and  Reid ;  1856,  Brothers  Allan, 
Paul,  McClure,  Petrie,  Regan.  And  your  Committee  feel  fully  confident 
there  is  no  just  grounds  for  the  remarks  which  have  most  improperly  fell 
from  some  Brethren  in  regard  to  the  Last  Past  Grand  Treasurer. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  in  making  their  report,  cannot  but  express 
their  approval  of  the  trouble  taken  by  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  lay  before 
the  Committee  a  statement  of  its  affairs.
